AM ER IC A N CATTLE. 


S ecretary R ush H as S om eth in g to Say 
A b ou t th e R estriction s A gain st T hem . 
W a sh in g to n , November 10th.—The at­ 
tention of Secretary Rusk was to day called 
to a report cabled, in which British Minis 
ter of Agriculture Chaplin is represented 
as opposing the removal of the restrictions 
of the British Government against !ive cat­ 
tle from the United States. 
The Secretary 
said that Chaplin was taking the side of 
those whose interests led them to oppose 
the free introduction of American store 
cattle, and seemed to forget that this coun­ 
try had abundant evidence that there ex­ 
ists among the purchasers of store cattle in 
England and Scotland a widespread feeling 
in favor of the unrestricted importation of 
cattle from this country, provided they can 
be allowed with perfect safety to British 
cattle. 
The Secretary construes the resolution 
recently adopted by the Agricultural Coun­ 
cil to mean that it is simply a question of 
time when the British Government will 
feel obliged to remove tbe restrictions from 
any couutry which can show conclusively 
that tbe disease has been eradicated. Just 
as soon as sufficient time bas, ia my opin­ 
ion, elapsed sines the last case of pleuro­ 
pneumonia occurred in this country, I shall 
made an official declaration of its complete 
eradication, and shall strive to satisfy the 
British 
Government that 
the 
disease 
does not exist here. 
If this does not se­ 
cure a wiihdrawal of these restrictions, 
England will have to at least abandon her 
charge of unhealthfulness of our cattle as 
the cause. 
There are buyers, as well as 
sellers abroad, and they will probably see 
to it that their interests also receive some 
attention. 
Referring to Secretary Chaplin’s asser­ 
tion 
that pleuro-pneuiuonia still existed 
here, Secretary Rusk 
said. 
‘T unhesi­ 
tatingly challenge Chaplin to point out a 
single case of pleuro-pneumonia now ex­ 
isting among American cattle. Of coarse 
I cannot tell what is his source of informa­ 
tion, but whatever it is he is grievously 
misled. 
One thing is certain, and that 
is, that it has now been over six months 
since allegations have been made by ilis 
British officers of the discovery of pleuro­ 
pneumonia among cattle from the United 
States landed in Great Britain.” 


T H E 
CENSUS. 


A C areful E xam in ation W ill 
Show It 
S u b stan tially A ccu rate. 


W 
a s h i n g t o n , November lptb.—Superin­ 
tendent of Census Porter has writieu an 
article in reply to the critics of the Census 
Office, iu which he deprecates the idea that 
a partisan census is a possibility. H e says: 
“To assault the census is to impeach the 
honesty of (10,000 intelligent working peo­ 
ple, who have labored faithfully. 
Those 
m aking the charges are either reckless 
demagogues or ignorant partisans. The 
whole country, including myself, is disap­ 
pointed at the result, which is not surpris­ 
ing, as the popular key was pitched too 
high. 
The 
enumeration was not con­ 
ducted iu a partisan spirit. 
Many Super­ 
visors were indorsed by the leaders of both 
political parties, and tfce enumerators aud 
special agents were mostly those who served 
in a iike capacity ten years ago.” 
Porter discusses the count in New York 
city, and gives as his reasons why the 
police showed a greater population, the re­ 
turn of the sum mer absentees and the in ­ 
flux of 125,000 immigrants who arrived 
during® ie iDterval. 
He says: 
“From in­ 
formation I have, tbe rule adopted by the 
police when in doubt was to add one. 
In 
this way two doubtful cases in each hun­ 
dred would a’dd 75.000 to the population. 
A recount simply at the request of the 
Mayor without proof would have brought 
the Census Office in disrepute.” 
The most of the article is merely a repe­ 
tition of statistical information already 
known, and concludes: 
‘ A careful and intelligent examination 
will satisfy the fair-minded people of the 
substantial accuracy of tbe eleventh cen­ 
sus, and a verdict based on such study is all 
that is asked.” 


M IN ER IL LANDS. 


An E n try C annot Re .Made Iu F avor o f a 
F oreign C orporation. 
W ash in gton , November 101 b .— On Octo­ 
ber 22,1875, Milton S. Latham made a m in­ 
eral application for tbe Buchanan Ccpper 
mine, in the Stockton Land District, Cali 
fornia. and on March 14, 1876, made a 
mineral entry thereon. Ou June 17, 1883, 
B. F. Hook and D. McIntyre filed a protest 
against the issue of a patent on said entry, 
and a hearing was ordered, at which evi­ 
dence was adduced sufficient to show the 
local officers that the application and entry 
were made by Latham in behalf of "The 
London and San Francisco Bank, Lim ited,” 
a foreign corporation, organized and exist­ 
ing under the laws ot England. They, 
therefore, held that the entrv had been 
made in contravention of Section 2319, Re­ 
vised Statutes. 
An appeal was taken, and Acting Secre­ 
tary Chandler says: 
"It appears beyond 
all donbt that Latham made said entry in 
behalf of said foreign corporation. 
In tbe 
the case of the Capricorn placer (10 L Q., 
• >41) it was held that a United States citi­ 
zen, acting as a trustee of an alien corpora­ 
tion, eann t make a mineral entry for the 
benefit of such corporation. 
In accordance 
with that ruling this entry m ust be can­ 
celled. The facts relating to mortgages 
and their foreclosures are irrelevant to this 
issue. 
Legal title rem ains in the United 
States, and a patent can issue only npon an 
entry made in accordance with the law. 
The Commissioner’s decision is therefore 
affirmed.”

W a sh in g to n , November 10th.—Novem­ 
ber returns to the Department of Agricult­ 
ure of the rates of yield per acre make the 
average for corn 19-9 bushels; potatoes. 57 5 
bushels; buckwheat, 14 5 bushels: hav' 1 20 
tons, aud tobacco, 7.8 pounds. Tbíjcorn 
crop makes Ihe smallest yield reported, ex­ 
cept that of 1881, which was IS 6 bushels. 
It is 83 per cent, of the average of the last 
ten years. The decline of the last decade 
is not due to the im pairm ent of fertility, 
but to unfavorable meteorological influ­ 
ences. The average rate of yield of potatoes 
is 57 5 bushels. The condition of the crop 
in October was lower than any reported pre­ 
vious crop, except 1SS7, when the rate of yield 
was 56 9 bushels. 
It imports scarcity and 
warrants high prices. The yields of hay 
are large as a rule throughout the cqnntry. 
The cane sugar crop will be large, and 
sugar-beets have done well west of the 
Missouri, indicating probably a rapid de­ 
velopment of the sugar industry.

J o se p h 
Savory In sta lled 
W ith G rand 
P om p and C erem ony 
L ondon, November 10th.—Joseph Savory 
was to day installed Lord Mayor of Lon­ 
don with all the customary pomp attend­ 
ing the ceremony. The weather is fine, 
and iarge crowds lined the streets. 
A 
nnm ber of survivors of the Crimean War 
and Naval Brigade took part in the parade 
and were heartily cheered. The allegori­ 
cal cars, especially those representing the 
colonies, were also cheered. 
This evening the Mayor gave the cus 
tomary bsnquet to the Ministry. 
Secretary Stanhope, replying to a toast to 
the army, announced that all regu ar troops 
would be armed with new magazine rifles 
early next year. 
Lord Saulsbury, in replying to the toast, 
“The Government,” said he regarded as a 
good omen of peace the f*.ct that the Czare- 
wituh was about to visit India, as a guest of 
the Queen. 
Although tbe dispute with 
Portugal had not been so happily arranged 
as matters with France and Germany, still 
the position did not justify any sinister ap­ 
prehension. 
Referring to America. Lord Salisbury 
said the McKinley tariil law would cer- 
taiuly affect some portions of British com­ 
merce. The free-traders could rej rico over 
the recent electoral victories in tne United 
’States as a protest against extravagant and 
utterly selfish protection. But they must 
not draw conclusions too rashly. 
They 
must stiil face the prospect of prohibitive 
tariffs. 
England had no retaliatory scheme, 
as she had reduced her own tariil to the 
lowest point. 
Referring to the relations between labor 
and capital, and Prem ier said that if they 
had an eight-hour bill forbidding tbe men 
to exercise their strength and skill an hour 
or two more, thus imposing hindrances on 
production, they m ust be prepared to meet 
as a natural result the victorious competi­ 
tion of other countries where labor was not 
so embarrassed. The Governmer t. he de­ 
clared, would not interfere at all in the dis­ 
putes between capital aud labor. 
Unwise 
theorists and interested politicians might 
mislead some workingmen, but tt-e heart 
and mind of tbe country would remain 
patriotic and true to economic and com­ 
mercial traditions. 
The Premier said he believed the Mc­ 
Kinley bill was due to an idea tb it Am eri­ 
can pigs had failed to receive proper treat­ 
ment at tbe bands of Europe. He regarded 
the tariff question as a world's contl ct of 
tbe future. It will be au interesting con­ 
sideration for us. he said, whether our 
attitude can be sustained, or w hether the 
madness of our neighbors will force us to 
deflect in any degree from the sound and 
sensible position we now occupy. 
The Prem ier declined toem er into politi­ 
cal prophecies, the (utility of which, he 
said, recent events had shown. 
For in ­ 
stance, Boulanger wen bye elections in all 
elections of France, but failed to win in the 
end. The skilled wire pullers in America 
were surprised at the sudden uprising of 
free trade, and European political men 
were equally astonished at the defeat of the 
Government in Greece. 


R ailroad C om m ission er 
R ea 
S eiio u sly 
Injured by an E n em y. 
S an Jose, November 10th.— Railroad 
Commissioner Jam es \V. Rea was the vic­ 
tim of a murderous assault to-day. 
This 
afternoon he went with bis father, Thomas 
Rea, of Gilroy, to the office of the Light 
and Power Company, aud the latter told 
Secretary W alter Gillespie that he wished 
his stock in the company transferred to his 
son, Jam es W. Rea. The reason said was 
that Uriah Wood and other members of 
Ihe company during the campaign had cir­ 
culated a report that Commission Rea had 
abused the trust of his father and misused 
his funds. 
He desired to give the lie to the 
statement aud show confidence ia his son 
by transferring all his stock to him. 
Gillespie made insulting remarks, and 
when warned by Commissioner Rea 'o de­ 
sist, redoubled his abuse. 
Mr. Rea, senior, 
prevented his son and Gillespie from com­ 
ing to blows, but Gillespie finally ran for 
bis pistol. Commissioner Rea headed him 
off, when Gillespie picked up a heavy steel 
pinch b tr and struck him three bard blows 
on the head, m aking big gashes and nearly 
felling Rea to the floor. 
By superbnman 
effort Commissioner Rea rallied and dealt 
Gillespie a stunning blow on the neck with 
his Hat, then grabbed him by the collar and 
punished him until he begged for mercy. 
Rea is one of the principal stockholders 
in tbe new light company, which has se­ 
cured all the public business and a large 
portion of the private lighting, and the 
feeling against him on the part of the 
members of the old company is very bitter. 
The wounds in his head are severe and 
bled profusely, bat serious results are not 
apprehended.

murder was committed last night near 
Merced Falls, a small village on the Mer­ 
ced river, about twenty miles from this 
city. John L. Ivett. 70 years of age, worth 
half u million and without an enemy, was 
the victim.

Ivitt lived at his ranch near Merced 
Falls with his wife, a young girl of 20, to 
whom be had been married about two 
years. 
He bad two bouses, one occupied 
by his ranchmen, of whom there were usu­ 
ally a dozen, and tbe other in which he 
lived himself. Tire latter house was about 
2UÚ yards from the other, up a small hill. 
It was lveit's practice to retire early, and 
last evening he left the lower house saying 
he would go home and write a letter to his 
wife, who has been iu San Francisco for 
some time. 
He was not seen again until 
this morning, wheb one of the ranchm en 
found his body at the head of the stairway 
leading to the wine cellar. 
It is conjectured that after going home 
Ivett lit a lam p and commenced io write a 
letter to his wife, as the unfinished pages 
were found on his desk. It is supposed 
that the murderer rode up to tbe house at 
this time, tied his horse outside, and en­ 
tering the room were Ivett was, engaged in 
conversation with him . Ivelt, who was a 
very hospitable old gentleman, doubtless 
invited tbe man to go to the wine cellar 
with bim , as ibis was bis rule with all vis­ 
itors. 
It is supposed tbat as they came up 
fr< m the wine cellar together. Ivett stop­ 
ped to close the cellar door, when the other 
man struck him two murderous blows on 
the hea l with a hatchet or sim ilar instru­ 
ment. The old man fell partly down the 
stairway, the cellar door catching and hold­ 
ing his foot. 
The Coroner's Jury is now in session, 
but nothing definite as to tbe identity of 
tne murderer is yet known.

tbat robbery could not have been the mo­ 
tive for the crime, as no valuables in the 
house or on the bodv were disturbed.

IS AN ALLEY A STREET? 


Auditor M cKee K efuses to Draw W ar­ 
rants for Im proving the Former. 
City Auditor McKee stated to the City 
Trustees yesterday that he would refuse to 
draw a warrant on the special street im ­ 
provement fund for the purpose of paying 
for one-fourth the cost of im proving alleys. 
The ordinance explicitly provided that the 
money raised frota the sale of the street 
improvement bonds shonld be applied to 
the improvement of streets, and not other­ 
wise. The power to declare an alley a 


street, that the owners of property fronting 
on snch alley might derivo the benefit of 
the one-fourth payment, was not, according 
to the opinion of H od. A. P. Catlin, rested 
ia the Board of Oity Trustees. The bill 
in question amounted to $418 99, and there 
were a num ber of other alleys now being 
improved, and if one-fourth of the cost was 
to be paid by the city, the amount would 
reach several thousand dollars, and such 
expenditure would be a misappropriation 
of the fand. 
In conclusion Mr. McKee stated that he 
would refuse to draw a warrant in favor of 
A. L. Rosa for one-fonrth of the coat of 
improving the alley between Fifth and 
Sixth, J and K streets. 
Trastee McLaughlin remarked that it 
might be law, but was not justice, and he 
would like to hear an opinion irom Judge 
Catlin on the matter. 
No action was taken by the Board in the 
matter. 


WOMEN IN SALOONS. 


The Pastors’ Union Discusses the New 
aad Increasing Local Evil. 
The City Pastors’ Union held its regular 
meeting in the Young Men’s Christian As­ 
sociation H all yesterday morning. There 
were twelve ministers present, also C. N. 
Crittentou of New York City, who is now 
conducting revival services in this city. 
The discussion of the best method of 
preventing youDg girls from visiting sa­ 
loons, and how to reform them , was gen­ 
erally discussed. 
A positive line of action was decided 
upon, and a committee was appointed on 
ways aud means, to report at the next 
meeting. The psstors thought the only 
way to break up the habit was by reaching 
these persons with the gospel and regene­ 
rating them. 
Mr. Crittenton, the founder of the Flor­ 
ence Night Mission of New York City for 
fallen women, addressed the union, stating 
that from his experience the first step to­ 
ward the position of a fallen woman was 
saloon drinking, aud gave it as his judg­ 
m ent that, unlfss checked, saloon drinking 
by women would eventually lead to their 
utter ruin. 
Rev. Mr. Fallstedt of the Swedish M eth­ 
odist Church, was elected a metnOer of the 
union.

A H istorical Discourse. 
Probably no portion of the highly civil­ 
ized world is as little known as Australia, 
to the people of California. Our citizens 
will have a historical and descriptive lec­ 
ture on the "Great South Continent,” at 
the Congregational Church, next Friday 
night, by Tbomas B. Merry, an old Sacra­ 
mentan, now residing in Oregon. He was 
employed on the local staff of the old 
Union in 1803 64, and edited the Bee in 
1865, during the latter year of the elder 
McClatchy’s term as Sheriff of this county. 
In 1888 Mr. Merry was appointed a Commis­ 
sioner on the psrl of the United States to the 
Melbourne Centennial Exposition, by Pres­ 
ident Cleveland. He rem ained there seven 
months, and 
made a subsequent visit 
thither ia the forepart of the present year. 
The first part of his lecture is devoted to an 
exposure of the atrocities of the British 
Penal Colony system, while the latter half 
is descriptive of a new English-speaking 
people and the advances in civilization. 
During the course of the lec ure Mr. Merry 
will recite Lindsay Gordon's magnificent 
poem of the "Dying Stockrider,” the story 
of a brave man perishing from thirst. Mr. 
Merry is a rare wit, a fluent and engaging 
■speaker and a fine reader, and gives an 
evening of rich entertainm ent to all who 
attend hi3 lectures. H is subject is one of 
great interest and his lecture upon it is full 
of anecdote, information and graphic de­ 
scription. 


8IDEWALK STANDS. 


The City Trustees D eclare that They 
Must be R em oved. 
Street Commissioner McLaughlin yester­ 
day called the atteution of the Board to 
two eating-stands located on the sidewalk 
on the east side of T hird street, between K 
and L, and stated that he had notified the 
owners to remove the stands but they had 
not done so. 
Mayor Comstock said he was opposed to 
having the sidewalks blocked by stands of 
any kind and was in favor of having them 
all removed. 
Trustee McLaughlin said one bootblack- 
stand on Seventh street was paying $5 a 
m onth to the property-owner for the use of 
the sidewalk, and another was paying $7 59. 
He did not think anybody had the right to 
rent any portion of the sidewalk.

SLOW PROGRESS. 


TZDI9US WORE OF CANVASSING 
ELECTION RETURNS. 
THE 


Only Five P recincts Counted the First 
Day—Som e Changes M ade and 
P rotests R ecorded. 


The Board of Supervisors yesterday be­ 
gan the work of making an official canvass 
of the returns of the late election. Before 
proceeding to do so, the Board elected 
W alter W. Greer and Lincoln W hite to 
serve as special clerks. 
Several of the 
candidates on the different tickets were 
present looking after their respective inter­ 
ests, or were represented by attorneys. 
The return of the first precinct of the 
First Supervisor District revealed several 
clerical errors, the existence of which had, 
however, been known by candidates. The 
clerks of ths Canvassing Board found that 
W . B. Ham ilton had gained 27 votes, and 
his Republican opponent, W. W. Rhoads, 
had lost 16, making a diflerence of 43 in 
the former’s favor. 
The same alleged error made a like dif­ 
ference in the vote for Sheriff and Assessor, 
McMullen and Sims being the losers. 
JBaker, for City Justice of the Peace, lost 
10 votes, and Devine gained 8. 
W hen the Board decided to return the 
figures made by the canvassing clerks, Mr. 
Rhoads entered a written protest thereto, 
which was placed on file. 
Laudis, the Prohibition candidate for the 
Assembly’, had been given by the election 
clerks the votes cast for Fisher, the Demo­ 
cratic candidate, and an equal num ber 
were given to Mr. Bruner, who did not run 
in that district at all. 
W hen the noon hour arrived the Board 
had not quite concluded the canvass of the 
returns from the First Precinct. 
After a rest of an hour and a half tbe 
crowd reassembled in the Board-room, and 
the clerks resumed their labors on the tally 
sheets. 
Before doing so, however, Supervisor 
Ross raised his voice and said the Demo­ 
crats had been lecturing him during the 
recess about the Board havine two Repub­ 
lican clerks to do the work of canvassing, 
and no one to represent the Democratic 
candidates. 
Supervisor Bates intim ated that the patri­ 
archal Chairman of the Board was not 
posted. “ W hy,” said he, "Lincoln W hite 
isn’t a Republican!” 
“Isn't he? ’ asked Mr. Ross. “Then what 
is he?”

Everybody laughed, and the count went 
on. W hen the clerks came to count the 
tally-list of the second precinct they found 
no tallies at ait, but after much trouble dis­ 
covered how the totals were arrived at, and 
they appeared to be generally correct. 
Frank Johnson, for Recorder, was found 
to have 178 votes, instead of 174, as the 
total gave him . 
G. C. McMallen asked the Board to have 
its minutes show that he protested against 
the count of that district, as the sheets did 
not have the proper system of tallies to 
correspond with the totals that appeared. 
A sim ilar protest wa3 made by H iram 
W. Johnson on behalf of W illiam B. 
H am ilton. 
The tally jsheet of the third precinct 
showed in one place that 270 ballots had 
been cast, while the sworn certificate of the 
officers of election placed it a! 240. It was 
found that the precinct register, on which 
all the names of those votiDg were sup­ 
posed to have been checked off, showed 
that 254 persons had voted out of the 290 
registered. This sheet was badly mixed. 
The clerks, however, were satisfied that 
the totals were all right,and the announce­ 
m ent of tbe result was made by the Chair­ 
man of the Board.

M agnlre's Argum ent la the 
B oycott Case. 
i 
The suit of Jam es McClatcby & Co. ys. 
McKay and others—the boycott case—was 
resumed before Superior Judge Armstrong, 
yesterday. 
Add. C. Hinkson, one of t'*e attorneys 
for the plaintiffs, oocupied the entire fore­ 
noon session in his argum ent. H e cited 
▼oluminoua authorities, in addition to 
thcee referred to by his associate. Judge 
Denson, to support the theory that the de­ 
fendants were violating the law in attem pt 
ing to detract patronage from the Bee. 
He 
m aintained that no law that had ever been 
passed justified such action, and that the 
laws of every country in the world insured 
a business man some protection in his 
rights of property. If one man or set of 
men, he said, have the right to interfere 
with another the result would be demoral­ 
izing in the extreme. 
He claimed that it 
was not the true principle of liberty. 
Lib­ 
erty did not mean license to any one and 
restriction to another. 
At the afternoon session, ex Judge James 
G. Maguire, one of the attorneys for the 
defense, began his argum ent. 
H e held 
that tbe plaintiffs had not proved the con­ 
spiracy alleged in the complaint. 
H e then 
proceeded to analyze the whole difficulty 
which brought about the present warfare 
between the trades uaiens and the Bee. 
The employes of that journal, he said, had 
a right to become dissatisfied with their 
conditione; they had a right, even, to make 
unreasonable requests of tfieir employers, 
but it did uot necessarily follow that those 
employers should accede to those requests. 
The rights of both were equal. 
The 
plaintiffs had a perfect right to discharge 
their stereotyper. without giving any rea­ 
sons why they did so—and, on the other 
band, the printers bud an equil right to 
quit work because the stereotyper had been 
discharged, or for any other reason. There 
were no contracts between the employers 
aDd employes. 
His clients, he said, did 
not claim any privileges that were not 
afforded tbe plaintiffs. 
After they quit work they went to the 
plaintiffs’ customers aDd requested that 
they withdraw their advertisements from 
the paper — and they threatened that, 
should the customer refuse to withdraw 
his patronge, they, the defendants, would 
withdraw their patronage from such cus- 
tome-. This was a right, Judgs M aiuire 
said, that wa9 given to every American 
citizen by the Constitution. Tneir patron­ 
age belonged to them, and they could w ith­ 
draw it from one person and bestow it 
upon another without offering any reason 
whatever for such action. 
It m ight be 
termed a “ boycott” or anything else, but 
it was their right just the same. A bovcott, 
be said, was nothing more or less than an 
appeal to the moral sense of a comm unity. 
Judge Maguire had not concluded hia 
agrum ent when the hour for adjournment 
arrived, and the Court decided to hold au 
evening session. 
Judge Maguire concluded his argum ent 
last night, and Judge Armstrong annonnced 
that he would take the case under advise­ 
ment.

ALMOST A PANIC. 


E xcitem ent In th e New York Stock E x­ 
change—A B roker Drops Dead. 
N ew Y cbk, November lOlh.—A flood of 
alarm ing cablegrams from London and 
Parif, predicting disasters in the markets 
there this week, caused a panicky feeling 
in the Btock Exchange here. 
Long before 
the opening brokers tried to make sales of 
stock, bat coaid not find buyers, ana, as 
so m a s the signal for beginning business 
w«i given no oflers were made, but every 
bid, uo m atter at what price, was at once 
filled. 
The stock market showed the utm ost de­ 
moralization, and, following the lead oí 
the London figures, the opening prices were 
extrem ely low. The declires since Satur­ 
day afternoon are the largest ever known 
over night, and the losses of fractional 
am ounts are exceptions. 
' 
The m arket remained in an extremely 
feverish, unsettled condition, and at 11 
o’clock, while less active, it was weak at or 
near the lowest prices tor most stocks. 
After 11 o’clock the heavy pressure was 
removed from the stock m arket to a cer­ 
tain extent, but stocks continued to come 
npou ihe market and prices continued to 
decline. The m arket displayed no recuper­ 
ative power, and at noon, when business 
was arrested by the death by apoplexy of 
Jam es Strutbers, a member, on the fl tor of 
the Exchange, the market was active at 
th e lowest prices of the morning. 
Struthers’ dead body lay on the floor sur­ 
rounded by brokers for some time. 
Not a 
word was sunken, but the brokers with un­ 
covered heads, waited for the officials to 
act. 
Business was at once suspended, but 
on account of the situation to day they 
could not close the Exchange, and at 12:30 
business was resumed. Then the decline 
was renewed with increased rapidity. 
The rush to sell after recess caused by a 
fatal incident caused the lowest prices of 
the day, but with the exhaustion of selling 
orders, which then appeared, a number of 
brokers who bad been heavy sellers in the 
early dealings turned and bought heavily. 
A rally was soon under way and at 1:30 P. 
M. the m arket was quiet, 


CAUSE OF DEATH. 
W hen Mr. Struthers entered the E x­ 
change. he was noticed to be acting in a 
very singular m anner. 
He staggered np 
against one or two brokers aud suddenly 
fell forward oil his face, dying in a few 
m inutes. 
Struthers was seriously ill two years ago, 
aud Lad not been hini;elf since. 
Friends 
noticed recently that he had not been look­ 
ing well, and the doctor said the excite­ 
m ent to-day was undoubtedly too much 
for him. 8 ’ruthers was 58 years old aud 
leaves a wife and three yoimg daughters. 
The Coroner decides that the death of 
Struthers was caused by the bursting of a 
blood vessel in the brain.

THE IRISH DELEGATE-. 


G rand Reception Tendered Them by the 
Irish societies of New York. 
New Y ork, November 10.h —The Met­ 
ropolitan Opera House was packed to night 
on the occasion of the reception given to 
the Irish delegates, O’Connor, O'Brien, 
Dillon, Sullivan. Harrington and Gill, by 
the Irish societies of New York. 
The 
Opera House was decorated simply with 
Irish and American fl igs. 
Many prom i­ 
nent gentlemen were present. The audi­ 
ence was intensely enthusiastic, cheering 
alternately for the delegates and Parnell, 
and hissing Balfour. 
Among the list of Vice-Presidents were 
these names: 
Grover Cleveland. Levi P. 
Morton, Charles A. Dana, Wm. M Evarts, 
General Sherman, Chauucey Depew, Gov­ 
ernor Abbott of New Jersey, Governor Hill 
of New York. Carl Sehurz, Joseph J. 
O’Donoghue, Eugene Kelly and Richard 
O’Gorman. 
Governor H ill introduced the delegates 
to the audience in a brief speech, saying 
that they represented a cause which calls 
for the sym pathy of the American people. 
It has been eeid, he added, that the public 
influence of this country ought not to be ex­ 
pended with such active interest in Irish 
affairs. 
He was sure this was but the sen­ 
tim ent of a few and not of the vast m a­ 
jority of our people. 
Addresses were made by the delegates, 
after which Mr. O’D onoehueannouncedtbat 
Eugene Kelly had subscribed $1,030. 
He, 
himself, would subscribed $1,000. 
John 
Byrnes, the railway operator, would sub­ 
scribe $1,000 year for live years. Ex-Mayor 
Grace and Mayor Grant each subscribed 
$1.000. Numerous other BUbsciiotions of 
smaller am ounts were made, Governor 
Hill giving $100, and saying that he would 
like to contribute when the delegates arrive 
at A lbiiiy. The total receipts and sub­ 
scriptions amount to $37,000.

N ew Y ork, November 10th.—Cleveland 
was interviewed to-day and rfeiteratpd hi?

H e believed the victory was due to the 
enthusiasm of Democrais. 
He thought 
the work of the past two years by the 
Tariff Reform League and similar organiza­ 
tions would have an enduring effect, and 
the n u n voting this year for tariff reform 
will be apt to remain with the Democratic 
party.

ON THE TURF. 


President Thurston of 
the Repuhliean 
League Reviews the Situation. 


C h ic a g o , November 10!h —Hon. John 
M. Thurston, of Ornaba. President of the 
Republican League Clubs of the United 
States, in an interview here to-day on the 
recent election, Baid, refeiring to the influ­ 
ence of the McKinley bill upon the result: 
“ The natural tendency of prices was up­ 
ward, among which can be named boots 
and shoes, iron, lum ber and other com­ 
modities, although the tax was reduced 
upon these and other things. 
We struck a 
risiDg market with the passage of the Mc­ 
Kinley bill; and all this is laid to it." 
Judge Thurston thinks Nebraska and 
every other Western State will go Republi­ 
can in 1892. ‘ 1 think,” said he, “ that there 
will be a revival of stalwartism in the Re­ 
publican party such as to make 1892 a 
great Republican year. Republican work­ 
ers ail over the country did not take active 
part in this campaign. They felt as though 
their services to the Republican party had 
been undervalued, but in 1892 these per 
sons will be at work in support of some 
candidate who will arouse enthusiasm , and 
these very men will lead to victory, as 
heretofore. 
“The result of the recent election has 
not put au end to the Presidential chances 
of either W illiam McKinley or Thomas B. 
Reed, but it bas probably postponed their 
dates, and Blaine or Alger would be win­ 
ners at the head of the ticket in 1892.”

wholly unfit for food; that his money was 
taken from him , and when asked tor its 
return he received only $5. H e said the 
other Indians were also shamefully treated 
and frequently fired upon 
and 
badly 
wounded. They were permitted to have 
all the whisky they wanted, and when un ­ 
der its influence often fought among them ­ 
selves.
